While thus intent,
with iy head bent over my writing, 1 was
addressed by a person who approached the
front of my desk, 8o entirely unobrerveil
that I was not aware of his presence until
I beard my name pronounced.

TAR NEW EUROPEAN POLICY.

There is .mwkwl.p
the policy enuncinted by the n con- |
ference.  Without accrediting the United
States with the true and_ legitimate prinei-
ple of reform advanced by our government,
which was ta declare that the neutral
should cover neutral goods and all articles
not contraband of war, the corference has
adopted it; and by way of furtifying their
own commercial interests in the event of a
war with the United Siates, they have ex-
tended the principle to the flag of belliger-
ents. Thus, if France and England were to
go to war, the commerce of the two nations
would continue uninterrupted, not only
with other natious, but betwesn themselves.
The commercial marine of one country
would biave access to the ports of the other,
under, perhaps, a little more stringent faw
of search.  The effect of all this would be
to confine the operutions of wur 16 the des-
truction of war property, such as ships and
muniments of war; the destruction of hu-
m n lite on land and sea; the bombardmant
of the towns and cities of an enemy: and
such other mischief as could possibly Le ef
fectedl without actually suspending com
mercial privileges and interconrse,

OF course the United States is not bound
Ly any aet of the Parisian conference. We
ure us free to adopt or reject the principle
we have herctofure avowed now ns we
were before thie action of the eonference.
And when we discern the special purpose
of the added poliey, which exempts the
commerce of belligerents, we may well hesi
tate before making any change in our own.
The fuct is, though it does not seem 1o be
immediately recoanised, that the action of
the Parisian conference, withont a special
clause abolishing privatecring, absolutely
effects such n result,  Leave commerce en-
tirely free during a state of war, and what
ix there to induce or reward privateering?
There will be no attempt on the prt ol
privateers to seek prize< in the eaptire of
an enemy's vessels of war,  And it is very
certnin that in the event of & war between
England and the United States the ndvan
tagen  arising  from the Purisian policy
would be altogether on the part of the for
mer.
